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CLERKS TO DECIDE 


ON GENUNENESS OF 
RECALL SIGNATURE 


Election Board Members andl 
Civic League Officials 
Compromise in Contro- 


versy Over Method of 
Checking. 


EXTRA HELP TO BE 
ONES TO DECIDE 


Kiel Supporters on Board 
Had Objected to “Pages 2, 
3 and 4” of Petitions as 
Bearing No Explanations. 


A compromise decision was 
reached this afternoon by the Elec- 
tion Board, in conference with of- 
ficials of the Civic League, on the 
questions which threatened to delay 
the board in its work of determining 
the sufficiency of signatures to the 
petitions for the recall of Mayor Kicl 
for his deal with the United Rail- 
ways. The petitions were filed 
Wednesday night, with a view to 
bringing about a vote at the regular 
city election April 1. , 

It was said, after the board's de- 
cision, that every effort would be 
made to check up the petitions, in 
comparison with the _ registration 
books, in the 10 days given for this 
purpose by law, so that, if the peti- 
tions are sufficient, the matter can 
go on the ballot at the city election. 
.If the petitions are insufficient, the 
Civic League and the Citizens’ Refer- 
endum League intend to get more 
signatures, and thus bring about a 
special election later. 

Two Questions at Issue. 

Two questions were at issue in the 
Election Board. The first was 
whether the detached sheets, num- 
bered as pages 2, 3 and 4 of peti- 
tions, and not having an independent 
caption and notarial seal, should be 
counted. Commissioner Vincent 
Dempsey argued yesterday that they 
should be rejected, and Commis- 
sioner Charles J. Lammert voted 
with him. Their motion‘ did not 
carry, as the vote was 2 and 2, but 
Dempsey and Lammert said they 
might, on this ground, refuse later 
to certify to the sufficiency of the 
petitions, even if.they were found 
otherwise sufficient. As the certifi- 
cation of 3 members of the Board is 
necessary, this threat had some 
weight. 

The second question was, how far 
the Board was required to go in de- 
termining the genuineness of signa- 
tures to the petitions. Commission- 
ers Lamert and Oscar E. Buder, 
both open supporters of the Mayor 
in the United Railways and recall 
controversy, insisted that each sig- 
nature must be compared with the 
corresponding signature on the reg- 
istration books, as to handwriting. 
Chairman Arnold and Commissioner 
Dempsey held that it was sufficient 
to determine that the name and ad- 
dress were the same. 

Court Action Suggested. 

Arnold said the method he fa- 
vored was the one followed last sum- 
mer in passing on the United Rail- 
ways referendum petitions. Buder 
said the board did not pass on the 
matter at that time, and that if 
Arnold’s method was followed then, 
it was on Arnold’s personal order to 
the clerks, and without the board's 
authority. 

The work, at noon _ today, had 
reached a point where the board was 
reatly for a large part of the extra 
force of 260 men which it intended 
to hire. ’ But it could not put the 
men to work until it could decide 
how the work should be done. The 
disagreement seemed hopeless, and 
Chairman Arnold suggested man- 
damus proceedings on the part of 
the recall workers. : 

At this juncture, Secretary Budenz 
of the Civic League, and E. M| Gross- 
man, the league’s counsel, shortly 
before noon, called on the board, and 
took part in a re-discussion of the | 
whole matter. 

Clerks to Decide. 

The comvromise decision was then 
reathed by the board. It was that 
Dempsey and Lammert should not 
attack the validity of the sheets of 
signatures having no independent 
captions; and that the clerks should | 
be instructed to compare the hand-| 
writing of signatures with the hand- | 
writing on the registration books. | 
The clerks, it was decided, shall be; 
the judges of the genuineness of the} 
signatures. These clerks are the men | 
of the extra force, who will receive; 
$4 a day. 

The clerks will be instructed to; 
strike oft all signatures which they | 
do not find to be genuine, all which | 
are duplicates, and all names not 
on the registration books.

RAIDS MADE ON

today of Federal officials in their ef-

Doctors Permit Premier to 
Receive Associates and Be- 
lieve He May Resume His 
Work Monday. 


PATIENT :RESTS WELL; 
AS CHEERFUL AS EVER 


Statesman’s Home Filled 
With Flowers — Raids Re- 
veal Bolshevik Organiza- 
tion in French Capital. 


By the Associated Press. 


PARIS, Feb. 21.—Premier Clem- 
enceau will receive his colleagues of 
the Supreme Council at his home this 
afternoon to discuss certain impor- 
tant matters with them. Announce- 
ment to this effect was made short- 
ly before noon today. His doctors 
consider him out of danger and 
therefore authorized him to receive 
the Ministers this afternoon. The 
physicians believed he could resume 
his political activities on Monday. 

The Premier’s physicians, when 
they left his home after the morning 
examination, were apparently satis- 
fied with the manner in whtch the 
Premier was progressing. One of: 
them said his condition was ‘Very 
satisfactory.””’ He had passed an ex- 
cellent night, it was added, and he 
was in as good spirits as ever this 
morning. 

M. Clemenceau had about five 
hours’ good sleep during the night, 
which is his normal amount. 

During the forenoon Premier 
Clemenceau received his daughter, 
Mme. E. Jacquemaire, and his 
granddaughter and also former Pre- 
mier Viviani, the Portuguese Minis- 
ter in Paris and the Italian Minister 
of Finance. President Poincare 
called at the house twice to inquire 
after the Premier's condition. 

An official statement issued at 9 
a. m. by the physicjans reads: 

“Temperature, 36.7 (centigrade), 
(about 98 Fahrenheit); pulse, 72; 
general state very good. 

“Florant, Laubry, Tuffier, Combe, 
Goset.”’ 

E. M. House of the American 
peace delegation called at the resi- 
cence of Premier Clemenceau during 
the forenoon. He was told that the 
Premier was doing well. 

“Premier Clemenceau is  pro- 
gressing as well as possible.

British Travel 300 Miles at. | 


30 to 45 Below to Re-Enforce 
Allies on Archangel Front 


Trip Planned by Members of Shackleton’s Ant- 
arctic Party Made Partly on Sleds and 
Partly on Foot, Running—Men 
Stand Hardships Well. 


By the Associated Press. 
ARCHANGEL, Wednesday, Feb. 


19.—An Arctic journey of probably 
the greatest magnitude since the “*fa- 


mous Klondike gold™ rush, has 
brought additional British troops to 
the Archangel front to reinforce the 
greatly ov.numbered, troops fighting 
the Bolsheviki. Hundreds of sleighs 
driving in single file over frozen 
tundra and along roads cut through 
line forests, completed the most dif- 
ficult part of their 300-mile trip in 
12 days. 

The trip was planned and directed 
by members of Sir Ernest H. Schak- 
elton’s Antarctic expedition, includ- 
ing Dr. Macklin, and was a signal 
success. Sir Ernest himself, although 
not participating in the journey to 
the front, arrived at Archangel on 
an ice breaker with the first detach- 
ment of reinforcing troops. 

The correspondent drove @ day’s 
journey by sleds from the American 
field headquarters to met the first 
detachment. The Captain of this ad- 
vance guard, who then had his men 
comfortably billeted in a little vil- 
lage; described the trip as being 
“quite cheery and cold.” 


Temperature 30 to 45 Below. 

Most of the days saw the thermo- 
meter from 30 to 45 degrees below 
zero, but of the first detachment of 
150 mer? only five or six had been 
compelled to fall out for rest at a 
hospital en route. Although he had 
been trained for -several months to 
work in Arctic latitude, the Cap- 
tain of the leading detachment >e- 
longed to a West Indian regiment. 

In the first 48 hours after leav- 
ing the railroad the advance guard 
rested only three hours. In this 
stretch the: men had to push on in 
s'eighs or walk or run in the bitter 
cold fog over the tundra, which was 
unsheltered from the wind. 

After this, the Captain said, it 
was easier. Each day there was 
bright sunshine, though the nights 
vere bitterly cold. Reasonably com- 
fortable billets were provided for the 
men at night, and here and there 
along the trail were found villaves 
where there was an American Y. M. 
C. A. hut. Hospitals were also ar- 
ranged along the trail, but there was 
little need for them. Workers who 
had pushed out ahead to pave the 
way for the inconting troops 
brought cheer to the British  so!- 
diers with hot drinks along the trai’. 


“We waked about half the time 
and rode, two in a sleigh, the other 
half,” said the Captain. “My de- 
tachment pioneered ahead, and we 
were equipped with all sorts of de- 
vices, including dog sleds and hand 
sleds. Of course there are skits and 
snowshoes for all. We brought a 
world of equipment, including spe- 
clally devised Arctic tents, but as 
a matter of fact, did not need much 
of anything except good food, warm 
clothing and good Russian horses,” 

The detachment started with sev- 
eral reindeer drawing sledges, but 
these Arctic beasts could not stand 
the long snow journey and had to 
be shot, while sturdy little shaggy 
horses which have long been per 
forming marvels of transport at the 
front, stood the journey splendidy. 
So did thé rugged peasant drivers, 
who, bundled in great reindeer or 
bearskin parkas, seemed impervious 
to cold and considered the long trip 
as a mere routine. 


How Men Were Equipped. 


Light wind-proof jackets and 
trousers designed by those of long 
experience in the Artic were worn 
over the soldiers’ uniforms and un- 
der heavy sheepskin coats, Fur caps 
covering the head and face were 
worn, while moccasins and heavy 
socks inside of white Shackelton 
boots protected the feet and wind- 
proof and cold-proof gloves pre- 
vented hands from being frozen. 

The soldiers’ diet was rich in fats 
and proteins, reinforced with a spe- 
cial Artic ration which tasted like 
thick palatable gravy and kept up 
their strength. There was oné Lieu- 
tenant of Norwegian birth who 
helped to oytfit the expedition who 
bathed naked in the snow each day. 
He advised others to follow his ex- 
ample, but had no converts. 

When the correspondent reached 
the advance guard the troops ap- 
peared in high spirits and were en- 
joying a day's rest. Some were sit- 
ting about stoves in the houses of 
peasants, while others were exer- 


ci§ing on skis tn a temperature of 
40 degrees below zero. 

Gen. Edmond Ironside, Command- 
er in Chief, met the troops at a vil- 
lage near Field Headquarters in the 
sector and witnessed an exhibition 
of Arctic drill through which the 
Captain put his men for the benefit 
of American Red Cross moving pic- 
ture operators.

“It is still impossible to gauge the 
period within which Germany's 
military power could revive, al- 
though there is no immediate dan- 
ger on this score,” says the report. 
‘The social and political condition 
of Germany is sufficiently stabie to 
guarantee the orderly daistribution of 
food, but so long as Germany is still 
an enemy country which haz not 
signed peace, it would be inadvisable 
to remove the menace of starvation 
by a too sudden abundant supply of 
food.”

German propagandists, Dr. Taylor

The German army has apparently 
been disorganized and derobilized 
for the most part, Dr. Taylor says, 
but he believes it will be possible 
for a well-organized bureaucracy to 
restore militarism if it is deemed 
desirable. Many Germans believe 
they will recover their battleships 
and merchant fleet and do not ex- 
pect to give up any territory and, in 
Dr. Taylor’s opinion, a grave politi- 
cal upheaval is probable with the 
signing.of the treaty of peace. 

Lull Regarded as Unnatural. 

The present lull is regarded as 
unnatural by Dr. Taylor, who says 
it was possibly created by the pay- 
ment of large :ndemnities to unem- 
ployed persons and by suspending 
action on all questions vita] to the 
future of the nation. Unemployed 
men in Berlin are paid eight marks 
per day, while railway workers and 
street cleaners receive but six marks 
daily. Consequently the men prefer 
to remain idle,

“Victorious Countries More In- 
clined to Remember Un- 
friendly Act Than Help.”

By ARIS. “Feb. 21.—"The role of 


the neutrals is far from an casy 
one,” sald King Alfonso of Spain in 
an interview which he gave Albert 
Loudres of the Petit Journal recent- 
ly and published today by that news- 
paper. “Jt seems to me,”’ continued 
the King, “that the victorious coun- 
tries are more inclined to remem- 
ber the actions they consider un- 
friendly than the help they had from 
us, but that is human. 

‘With what are we in Spain re- 
proached? We are made respons!l- 
ble for the propaganda that a bel- 
ligerent nation carried on here, but 
the constitutional guarantees were 
not suspended. There were people 
of all nationalities here and I fail to 
see how Spain could be made to an- 
swer for acts to which she was not 
& party.” 

Speaking of the Franco-Spanish 
relations during the war, King A'- 
fonso said: . 

“If France attributed good inten- 
tions to me they were also the in- 
tentions of my people., One-is the 
reflection of the other. I am tne 
King, certainly, but the most consti- 
tutional of Kings. Of all the Kings 
still standing in Europe I am of the 
latest creation. The English fam- 
fly is of the seventeenth century and 
the Belgian of 1832. I spring from 
a monarchical revolution and my 
new contract with the people is 
younger than the republics. I am 2f 
a date scarcely 42 years back. The 
greatest liberty reigns in the king- 
dom under this absolutely free re- 
gime and the King and the people 
are one.”’ 

King Alfonso recalled how, in 
1914, he informed the French Gov- 
ernment on his own intiative that 
it need have no anxiety over the 
Pyrenees frontier. 

“Did not I do everything possible 
then?’’ he asked. ‘“Well, In exchange 
for those steps, which came from 
the heart, what do we ask in Moroc- 
eco? We ask for nothing but the 
status quo.” 

Discussing the Catalonian 
ation, the King said: 

“The Catalonians have certain in- 
disputable rights as regards their 
administration, We grant them all 
those rights, They are right in their 
wish to defend their language.

Speaking of losses, he sald that 
they were “ridiculously small” con- 
sidering the magnitude of the oper- 
ation and the comparative inexper!- 
ence of the men who had never be- 
fore fought in a great battle.

ASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Legis- 
lation to punish anarchistic activities 
OF propaganda and the display of 
flags or other emblems of violence 
was recommended unanimously yes- 
terday by the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 

The committee drafted and or- 
| dered favorably reported a measure 
| combining the “red flag” bill of Sen- 
| ator New of Indiana and other bills 
designed to check unlawfu: agitatior. 

In reaching its decision, the com- 
mittee acted without awaiting the 
Outcome of the inquiry into radical 
propaganda now being conducted by 
a subcommittee headed by Senator 
Overman. The new bill, which is ex- 
pected to meet the demands of Sen- 
ators New, Jones and others who 

have insisted upon action to curb I. 
_W. W. and other radical activities, 
4 follows: 
| “Section 1. That the display or ex- 
hibition at any meeting, gathering or 
parade, public or private, of any 
flag, banner or emblem symbolizing 
or intended by the person or persons 
displaying or exhibiting the same to 
symbolize a purpose to overthrow, 
by force or violence, or by physical 
injury to personal property, or by 
,the general cessation of industry, the 
Government of the United States or 
all government, is hereby declared 
to be unlawful 

“Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for 
) — any person to advocate or incite or 

‘ to write or with intent to forward 
such purpose to print, publish, sell 
or distribute any document, book, 
circular, paper, journal or other 
written or printed communication: in 
or by which there is advanced or in- 
cited the overthrow, by force or vio- 
lence, or by physical injury to per- 
sonal property, or by the general 
cessation of industry, of the Govern- 
ment of the United States or all 
government. 

“Sec. 3. That any person or per- 
sons conyicted of violating any sec- 
tion of this act shall be fined not 
more than $6000, or imprisoned for 
not more than five years, or both’’
